Browne, who was the author of “An Estimate of the Manners and Principles of 
the Times” and other writings, was consulted about the provision of a school system 
of Russia. Browne proposed plans which were submitted to the Empress Catharine 
II, who immediately invited him to visit St. Petersburg, and upon his consent forwarded 
£1,000 to the Russian ambassador for the expenses of the journey. Browne began 
to make preparations for the journey, but his health broke down, and the arrangements 
had to be cancelled. He wrote this address to the Empress, at the same time 
apologising for his inability’ to undertake the journey. He. was apparently disappointed 
and vexed at his failure, and in less than a month from the date of this document, 
he committed suicide.

The Chronicle is in prose. The greater portion is based upon Wace’s metrical 
poem the Roman pe; Rot but the chronicle is, continued to the beginning of the reign 
of Henry III. of England, and contains interesting passages relating to Richard Coeur 
de Lion, notably the story of Blondel the minstrel.

This Beautiful Manuscript has an interesting provenance. The coat o! arms pain‘ed 
in the opening initial shows that it was written for a member of the Chastel famly, 
probably for Tanneguy de Chastel the elder who is best remembered for the part he 
took in the assassination of John the Fearless Duke of Burguntly in revenge for the 
murder of the Duke of Orleans to whom Tanneguy had been Chamberlain. 

An inscription on the fly-leaf informs us that it afterwards belonged to a Thomas 
Meredyth who may have been a resident at Calais. At any rate the Manuscript was 
at Calais at the time the City was taken by the French under the Duke of Guise in 
1557 and Claude de Lorraine valued it so much that he kept it as a special sowven.r 
of the victory having this arms painted in gold and colours on a full leaf of velluin 
before the text with this inscription written below.

This play, which met w.th success in representation, is usually attributed to Samuel 
Rowley.

This series was discovered within the covers of an early stamped binding, which 
was probably executed in Paris. It includes the colophon leaf containing the title 
and imprint given above. As it is not recorded in Lacombe it would seem that 
no copy of this Flemish Book of Hours exists in the public libraries of Paris, although 
it was executed by John Higman, the Paris printer for W. Houtmaert of Antwerp.
